SU3Jj£CI:     Semi-Annual  Inventory  of  Meat  Grading  Equipment. 

The  policy  for  talcing  inventory  of  meat  grading  equipment  and  submittal  of 
Form  LB~23  to  this  office  continues  in  effect  as  prescribed  in  Mr.  Beard's 
memorandum  to  Meat  Grading  offices  on  June  29,  1943,  i.e.,  until  further 
notice  the  reports  of  inventories  will  be  due  twice  each  year  as  of  June  30 
and  December  31. 

Each  office  is  required  to  submit  their  inventory  promptly  on  due  date. 
Each 'grading  of f ice  should  fill  in  the  name  of  the  station  or  sub-station 
on  Form  LB-23  in  order  that  this  office  will  be  able  to  check  duplications 
and  failures  to  submit  inventories. 

Records  of  locally  required  equipment  such  as  hands tamps  for  municipalities, 
counties,  institutions,  etc.,  should  be  kept  in  the  local  grading  office. 
As  in  the  past,  offices  of  the  grading  station  will  provide  and  distribute 
to  their  respective  sub-stations  the  necessary  blanks  for  reporting  inven- 
tories. , — * 
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
